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Teacher's smoke blamed 
for fouling air of room 



To smoke or not to smoke, that is the 
question confronting the Lake Villa Grade 
School board. 

Specifically, it concerns someone who 
docs not like smoke, D. "Ronnie" Wray. 
She works in the copy room at Plcviak 
School. 

This year the teacher's smoking lounge 
was moved from the lower level to a room 
next to where Wray works. 

When she objected to smoke filtering 
into the copy room from next door, the 
temporary-type wall between the two was 
caulked and a deodorizer installed. 

When this did no good, Wray appeared . 
before the board of education. "I don't have 
smoke in my own house and I don't think 
I have to put up with it at work," she told 



the board. "I have to work in this envi- 
ronment for eight hours. I don't think it is 
good for my health;" She asked that a 
window exhaust fan be installed. 

Supt. of Schools Peter Palombi said 
such a fan would have an adverse effect on 
the school heating system. "I have looked 
at all possible solutions," he told the 
board at its Nov. 2 meeting. "I don't know 
anything further that can be done." 

Last school year the smoking room 
was in a room in a remote corner of the 
basement. It was moved because the loca- 
tion was cold, damp, had no ventilation 
and a lighted cigarette could burn unde- 
tected. The new location is in a heavy 
traffic area, Palombi said, which provides 
an added measure of safety.

One of the unexpiainable aspects of the 
controversy over plans to extend 
superhighway Rte. 53 into the heart of 
Lake County is the cverwidemng chasm 
between public opinion and the stand of 
public officials.

We are aware of only two murucipaliues 
where there is uniform opposition to the 
highway, Long Grove and Mundelem. In 
Grayslake, the northern terminus, there is 
vocal citizen opposition to Rte. 53 while 
the official position on the highway is 

neutrality. ,. rf • -• 

Nowhere is there a greater difference 
between electors and elected officials than 
the Village of Hawthorn Woods. Under 
extreme citizen pressure, trustees repealed 
a resolution endorsing the controversial 
roadway. After three heated public 
meetings, there are scars, animosities and 
doubt remaining. Hawthorn Woods 



residents say the six-lane highway would 
create air pollution, noise and invite 
disruptive commercial development that 
will threaten their quality of life. The 
road would back up to 73 houses and pass 
within 800 feet of 100 others. It is 
difficult to see how village officials could 
be so out of touch with the citizens they 
arc elected to represent 

Village officials already on record 
supporting the highway extension would 
do well to sound out public opinion, 
thereby avoiding the rancor existing in 
Hawthorn Woods. We also feel that it is 
high time that a high level inquiry be 
conducted into why a highway plan that 
appears to have mixed public support is 
being crammed down the throats of the 
electorate. Perhaps this is a job for

Chief Gary Kupsak pointed out that it 
is legal to claim deer carcasses. Where deer 
herds forage in woods and swamps 
elsewhere in the country, police report 
similar deer-car incidents.

In 1985, nearly five babies died every 
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hour in the United States. The infant 
mortality rate was 10.6 deaths per 100 
live births. The rate is even higher in 
Illinois. More than half of these deaths 
could have been prevented by proper 
health services. Thai's a "life issue."

and moderate income families, too often I 
find that the strongest opposition comes 
from the "other side of the aisle from 
ultra-conservatives who believe that nght- 
to-life is limited to anti-abortion only. 

The environment. Isn't there a direct 
correlation to life and the air that we 
breathe, the water we drink, the food that 
We eat, and the chemicals that may 
abound? The increasing number or 
chemical explosions, the increase in 
cancer deaths caused by toxic chemicals, 
and the danger of many environmental 
hazards are issues that relate to life and the 
quality of life. Vet, on these issues I

Vernon Township far and away is the 
"most visited" sector by U.S. presidential 
candidates of Lake County. When Vice 
President George Bush appeared in the 
waning campaign days at Stevenson High 
School, Prairie View, he was following 
precedent established by a Democrat. 

The tiny clapboard Vernon Town Hall 
on Old Rte. 22, Half Day, just east of the 
Stevenson campus, was in the national 
political highlight in 1952, and again in 
1956 when Adlai Stevenson presumably 
cast a ballot for himself at Vernon's lone 
polling place at that time while cameras 
clicked and reporters recorded the event 

Had Stevenson been successful, his 
small farm on Old St. Mary's Rd. south 
of Rte. 60 would have been the Little 
White House. The farm was in Vemon 
Township although the Democratic leader 
maintained a Libcrtyviilc address. 

Only other Lake County visit in modern 
times by a presidential candidate was a 
speech at Cook Memorial Park in 
Libcrtyville by Sen. Jack Kennedy in his 
successful 1960 quest for the presidency. 

Two future U.S. presidents visited Lake 
County at campaign time long before 
anyone except perhaps themselves dreamed 
of their ascendency to the White House, 
the then Congressman Richard M. Nixon 
at a Republican rally after World War II at 
Cedar Lake Park, Lake Villa, and 
Congressman Gerald Ford speaking on 
behalf of the re-election effort of the late 
Congressman Robert McClory at a dinner 
at Illinois Beach State Park, Zion. 

Local history recorded that Abraham 
Lincoln as a rising politician spent the 
night during a visit to Waukegan in a 
house at County and Julian Sts. that came 
to be known as "The House Lincoln Slept 

In." 

No sitting president has visited Lake 
County in modern times, probably for 
two reasons: 1. This locality is too lop- 
sidedly Republican to make political sense 
for the GOP or the Democrats; 2. In non- 



election years there's a pretty hefty fee to 
cover travel costs for Air Force One and 
the Secret Service. In the early Reagan 
years the price tag was 510,000. Its 
probably a lot more today. 

As a silting president, William Howard 
Taft officiated at the dedication of Great 
Lakes Naval Training Center in 1911. 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt made a 
secret visit to Great Lakes on Sept. IV. 
1942, on an inspection tour of military 
bases. FDR traveled by train on a non- 
political swing through the midwest.

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(Continued from Page™) 
immensely in the lurn-o -the century 
years. Somewhere between 1910 and 1920 
Doc Hildcbrand of Grayslakc became fas- 
cinated by the drink.
